Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants faxed proposed claim changes to independent claims 18 
and 47. These added the limitation of removable and enclosable food compartments on different shelf levels, and 
deleted the controlling and maintaining of the relative humidity. These changes would likely necessitate a new or 
broadened search as well as further consideration of the previously cited refernces. Applicant also suggested using the 
claim limitations from Pat. No. 7089850 (the parent). However, the examiner noted that many of the presently used 
refernces were not cited in the parent, and other newer refernces may have been issued since the parent was allowed. 
These new references could necessitate a new rejection of the claims. 
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
